A communique revealed that a 
Squadron of heavy bombers at- 
tacked Maleme airdrome and 
Canea on the island of Crete dur- 
ing the night of the 29th and set 
large fires which were visible 30 
miles away.

“It means that the Germans 
were compelled to abandon their 
1942 strategic plan. 

“Stalingrad is causing a serious 
exhaustion of the Wehrmacht and 
has prepared the ground for the 
defeat of the Axis. Nevertheless the 
Soviet people cannot entertain any 
illusions regarding the enemy 
strength. 

ENEMY STILL STRONG 

“The enemy still possesses great 
strength. But if we are stronger 
today than yesterday the Germans | 
were stronger yesterday* than to-| 
day.

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No Fair Next Year 


Decision of the directors of the Ex- 
hibition Association to abandon wartime 
race meets, midway shows and grandstand 
attractions at the Summer Fair looks like 
a step involving complete suspension of the 
fair itself “for the duration.” 

The certain result is to make it imposs- 
ible to hold a fair of the kind that has made 
the Summer Fair famous. At best the 
directors seem to think it may be possible 
to stage a mid-summer live stock show, in 
addition to the spring and fall shows. That 
three events of the same _ type could be 
successfully carried out in a season is at 
best rather doubtful. 

However excellent as a stock show, it is 
useless to suppose a mid-season event of 
the kind would draw large crowds from 
either city or country. It could not save 
the city from the loss of the business that 
has resulted from the fair being held, nor 
would it provide the annual holiday 
which the fair has provided for townsfolk 
and farm people. 

As Edmonton’s fair is to be suspended, 
it is to be hoped the other Class A fairs on 
the western circuit will also be called off. 
With Edmonton out, this seems rather 
probable. If all the large fairs close down 
it will be easier to revive Edmonton’s Sum- 
mer Fair when the war is over. And that 
is one point on which attention should be 
centred. Wartime suspension must not re- 
sult in the permanent abandonment of the 
greatest agricultural show in western 
Canada.

The “General” Appeal 


From the start of the Victory Loan 
campaign large subscriptions have helped 
to swell each day’s total. These came from 
business concerns and provincial and muni- 
cipal bodies, Payroll subscriptions from 
employees of commercial, industrial and 
public institutions have also been among 
the large items figuring in the daily rec- 
ords.

Industrial Conscription? 


It is suggested that 20,000 wholesale 
and retail firms in Canada may be closed 
and that taxi-cabs may all have to be 
driven by women; as means to release men 
for the fighting forces and for war work, 
Compensation would of course be made in 
one way or another to the concerns thus 
put out of business in the interests of the 
nation. It is said 35,000 or 40,000 men 
could by these means be diverted from 
non-essential to essential occupations. 

Another indication of the difficulties of 
manpower distribution are the new regu- 
lations designed to hamper and discourage 
men from moving from one area to an- 
other, This frequently interrupts produc- 
tion, causes time to be lost, or results in 
some going from more important to less 
important jobs. Where either of these 
things happens, there is lost motion—at a 
time when every working hour counts, 

The gold miners in northern Ontario 
do not seem to be taking readily to the 
idea that they should go to work in the 
nickel mines, Not many go, and of those 
who go quite a lot return. As a result of 
Scarce labor, nickel output in Canada has 
dropped 15 per cent, copper production 4 
per cent, and steel production 10 per cent. 

If the suggestion to close down a large 
number of business concerns implies com- 
pulsion, the experience in trying to shift 
labor to the essential mines by voluntary 
action seems to show that without some 
compulsion it is useless to talk about ac- 
complishing such a redistribution of man- 
power as will “put every man in the right 
place” and get maximum results in produe- 
tion,

Chagrin, or spite, or vengeance, seems 


to \ave replaced military considerati as 
tle motive for the continued attempts to 
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capture the place where Stalingrad stood 
and the heaps of ruins and corpses which 
now mark the site. 

That possession of this particular piece 
of ground on the near side of the Volga 
would materially improve the Nazi position 
neither Hitler nor anyone else has shown. 
But still German soldiers are being 
marched to death in thousands for posses- 
sion of the rubbish piles and the tot.ering 
buildings. 

It is reported that some time ago the 
Nazi command asked for a four-day truce 
in which to bury the dead lying within 
range of the Russian guns. The request 
was granted—on condition that the people 
of Germany were to be told of it having 
been made. The condition was not accepted 
and the truce did not occur. 

The see-saw fighting does not disprove 
a supposition that the Russians may be 
using ruined Stalingrad as a bait to draw 
more and more enemy forces into that 
death-trap. As an industrial centre or for 
other direct military reasons the place can 
now be of little use to the Red army; it 
is apparently being held for some other 
purpose. 

Timoshenko’s steady grind forward in 
the isthmus between the Volga and the 
Don may explain why. A sudden thrust 
there by overwhelming Russian forces 
could put them behind the attackers at 
Stalingrad and set the stage for a major 
disaster to the Fuehrer’s whole southern 
army. A timely blizzard would complete 
the set-up; and the Russians know their 
weather.

Looking Backward

1892 —50 Years Ago 


W. R. Brereton is in town from Egg Lake, south 
of Victoria.

The work of grading several streets in the 
South, Edmonton townsite was commenced on 
Tuesday. A grade will be made along connecting 
streets from the railway station to the top of the 
hill on the trail to the lower ferry, The C. and E. 
company is furnishing the funds. A bridge and 
grade will also be put in at Mill Creek, opposite 
Whyte avenue, 

W. D. Matheson brought to town on Tuesday 
several samples of building stone from a bed or 
quarry existing on the bank of the White Mud 
creek, about 30 miles scuthwest of Edmonton and 
about four miles west of Black Mud railway sta- 
tion. The ledge shows about 16 feet in the bank 
of the creek for about 100 feet in length. The 
stone is a soft sandstone of a bluish color, and is 
easily quarried, Its value as a building stone has 
not yet been tested. 

W. Macdonald brought in a 20-gallon keg of 
petroleum specimens from the Egg Lake field on 
Tuesday. As a depth of about eight feet a bed of 
soft black gum, mixed with sand, is reached. In 
digging through the lay small pockets of liquid 
tar were found, pressed upward from the main 
seam. The specimens brought in will form part of 
the Northwest exhibit At the World’s fair.

War Purposes 


Nevertheless, this principle should 
be laid down in connection with 
these things: | 

Public entertainment should be} 
encouraged. But it should be made, | 
wherever possible, to yield funds 
for the prosecution of the war ef- | 
fort. 

This, of course, does not apply | 
to legitimate private entertainment 
enterprises, such as the motion 
picture theatres. because the tax 
on such performances already de- 


| wholesome and 


livers up a large sum to the public 
treasury. 

But all other entertainment 
should definitely have the war 
slant. It should either be organ- 
ized for the direct amusement of 
the armed forces or for the raising 
of funds to be employed for war 
purposes. 

Thus, 


while the entertainment 


features of the summer fair may 


be abandoned as a purely ex- 
hibition enterprise, there is no 
reason why some of them should 
not be carried on regularly as part 
of the war effort, either to enter- 
tain the armed forces or to raise 
money for the benefit of the armed 
forces. 

Should it be found feasible to 
carry on these entertainment feat- 
ures of the summer fair under these 
auspices and with this idea in mind, 
the continuity wf the exhibition en- 
tertainment circuit need not be 
broken and no effort would be 
required to pick up the threads of 
the fair In its entirety after the 
war, 


For the Services 
This autumn the entertainment 


board of the Council for the Co- | 


ordination of Auxiliary War Ser- 
vices of Northern Alberta produced 
a carnival in Edmonton which not 
only was enjoyed by the public, but 
raised a substantial sum for the 
entertainment of the armed forces 
in this part of the province during 
the winter months. 

This was excellent business be- 
cause it is fully recognized that the 
men in the services need to be 
amused and entertained. 

The incidence of social disease 
among the armed forces in this area 
is the lowest in Canada.

| mortgage in the event of the hogs 
not being worth enough to make 
the payment. 
| However there is no need for 
government regimentation. The 
farmers of Alberta have increased 
‘the production of hogs beyond ex- 
pectations in response to war de- 
| mands and they can do even better 
{Give them a parity price now and 
| guarantee it for one year after the, 
war and they will look after the 
production end.

TODAY'S MESSAGE |

“PEACE” 


HAT a priceless possession! How the world 
longs for it today! How far it seems from the 
experience of the human heart! But what is 
peace? Who will define it? Though peace is 

precious and universally craved, it is doubtful if many 

could really explain what it is. From the following words 
which fell from the lips of the Son of God, it is quite 
evident that two widely varying conceptions of “peace” are 
to be found in the world. Just before our Lord made His 
departure from this earth to return to the Father's pres- 
ence, He said to His disciples, ‘Peace I leave with you, my 
peace I give unto you: not as the world giveth, give I unto 
you. Let not your heart be troubled, neither let it be 
afraid” (John 14:27). According to this, the peace which 

Christ gives is “NOT AS THE WORLD GIVETH.” There 

is a DIVINE peace and a HUMAN peace which may 

prevail in the human heart. 


Now the peace that the world knows is dependent 
upon certain outward or physical conditions. Publicly, it 
depends upon the cessation of hostilities between rival 
forces and the activities of those who would create strife. 
It depends upon human integrity—when that is gone, 
suspicion and fear take the place of peace. When man 
fails to keep his pledge with his fellow man, it becornes 
necessary to resort to arms to guard the peace. Privately, 
it depends upon the gratifying of every fleshly desire, 
for sinful man is so constituted as to never be sutisfied 
so long as his heart craves that which he cannot lawfully 
possess, 


In contrast to this, every true Christian knows the 
peace of God which fills the heart even when things 
without are in a turmoil. God's peace does not depend 
upon external circumstances. It is an inward calm which 
reigns supreme when all without is commotion and war, 
Worldly peace is outward; God's peace is inward. The 
one operates when all conflict ceases; the other prevails 
in the midst of conflict. The world’s peace is possessed 
only with the pleasures of sin; God's peace is possessed 
only with purity from sin. That of the world is based upon 
man’s integrity; Divine peace rests upon God's integrity. 
The one is obtained through struggle, the other through 
faith; one is protected by human armaments, the other 
by a Divine Advocate. Worldly peace is transient, God's 
peace is eternal 


And what is the secret of this eternal peace? It was 
procured through Christ’s sacrifice—“‘having made peace 
through the blood of His cross” (Colossians 1:20). It is 
rossessed by the individual through the acceptance of 
Christ as Saviour. Said Jesus, “These things I have 
spoken unto you, that IN ME ye might have veace, In 
the world ye shall have tribulation: but be of good cheer; 
1 have overcome the world” (St. John 16:33)

Trial training was begun at two 
Montreal hospitals, the Royal Vic- 
toria and the General. To date, 37 
V.A.D.’s have been called up for 
military service, and at least four 
are serving ac Kingston. 


HAVE TWO CHOICES 


When a young woman enroles as 
a V.A.D. she may choose to be- 
come “mobile” or immobile.” Mo- 
bile workers indicate that they are 
willing to accept duty anywhere, 
and may be called into military 
service, while those in the im- 
mobile classification serve in their 
own communities. 

The army has sel an age limit of 
40 for mobile V.A.D.’s and when 
they are called up, they become a 
part of the Royal Canadian Army 
Medical Corps. 

The program of training in- 
cludes elementary nursing pro- 
cedure, the teaching of which 
takes place in various depart- 
ments of schools of nursing. At 
the conclusion of this period, 
which is about two months, the 
women are examined, and must 
be qualified to hold the Red 
Cross home nursing certificate 
in addition to the first aid cer- 
tificates of St. John’s Ambulance 
Association. 

The V.D.A.’s are then sent to 
wards in hospitals for a period of 
practical experience. Civilian, ern- 
ergency and military hospitals and 
those under the direction of the 
department of pensions and na- 
tional health are giving training 
and accepting the services of this 
voluntary personnel. 


Outlining details of the plan,! 


Miss Meckenzie states that already 
many hospitals have received valu- 


able assistance from the volunteer | 


workers. 

“This is not a short course for 
nursing,” Miss Mackenzie emphas- 
izes, “but purely a war service and 
must be given voluntarily. Each 
candidate must agree that she will 
not use her training for com- 
mercial purposes now or later, in 
other words, that she will not 
enter the field or practical nurs- 
ing.” 

GOOD OPPORTUNITY 

The Red Cross points out that 
the V.A.D. provides a good oppor- 
tunity for women who are now at 
home, for officers’ wives, and for 
young business women or school 
teachers who can give only a small 
portion of their time for service. 

“In case of an epidemic, all 
schools and places of business 
would be closed anyway, therefore 
such workers would be invaluable.” 

After passing qualifications, and 
being examined by the advisory 
board, prospective V.A.D,’s must 
finally meet with the approval of 
the superintendent of nursing at 
the selected hospital. 

Upon acceptance, she buys her 
own indoor uniform. Those who 
enter the R.C.A.M.C. are supplied 
vith uniforms, board and lodging, 
aundry and transportation while 
on duty. if the aide remains in 
Canada, she receives a small re- 
muneration, while if she is seht 
abroad, her salary is not to exceed 

$3.00 per day. 
FINE CO-OPERATION 
“The Alberta division of the 
, Canadian Red Cross is most for- 
tunate in obtaining excellent co- 
operation of nurses and schools of 
nursing in the province,” Miss Mac- 
kenzie said. V.A.D. training was 
started in Holy Cross hospita! and 
in Calgary General in that city this 
month,

McCoy Health Service 


In diabetes mellitus the body no 
longer burns sugar properly. This 
refers not only to sugar foods but 
also to the starches, which are 
changed by digestion into sugar. 

The term “mellitus” means 
“honey” or “sweet” and diabetes 
means “to flow through.” A liberal 
translation is “the flowing through 
of sugar,” which is a good des- 
cription of this disease, in which 
sugar is gotten rid of through the 
kidneys. 

While diabetes is probably grow- 
ing more common, it need not be 
as serious as it used to be. One rea- 
son for this is that we know more 
about treating the mild or moderate 
cases with diet, and another reason 
is that many cases can be managed 
with insulin, 

Two types of diabetes are known, 
but the one which I shall discuss 
today is diabets mellitus, the more 
serious disorder. This disease is 
most common in the fifties, is 
found more frequently among men 
than women, is most prevalent 
among those living in cities, and is 


often found among members of the’ 


Jewish race. As 9 out of 10 who 
become diabetic are overweight 
long before the disease appears, it 
has been called a disease of feeding 
and fatness. 

The chief cause of diabetes is the 
continued use of an _ excessive 
amount of carbohydrate, both in the

brings on obesity and also throws 


a strain on the organs of digestion, 
including the pancreas. When ex- 
cessive amounts of sugar are 
found in the liquid waste from the 
kidneys, this is a sign that the pan- 
creas is unable to handle the large 
quantity of carbohydrate which the 
patient has been using. 

The pancreas provides a special 
substance called insulin, which is 
needed to burn sugar in the body. 
In diabetes, some of the cells 
which secrete insulin are damaged 
and as a consequence, the body 


loses some of its ability to burn] 


sugar. Often a limited amount can 
be burned, but the patient will be 
unable to use the large amount of 
sugar and starch which he is in the 
habit of using. 

In spite of the potential serious- 
ness of this disease, it is often easily 
controlled in the average patient of 
middle age. If the proper dietary 
treatment is started in time, the 
symptoms do not grow any worse 
and may completely disappear. As 
a general rule, the sugar disap- 
pears from the kidney elimination 
while the patient is following a 
careful diet.

Broad Strategic Aim to Encircle Axis Powers 


Yesterday I said that a much 
| more realistic view of the military 
situation could be obtained by 
turning the globe around so that 
India appeared at the centre in- 
stead of the American continents. 
Today I have taken my own ad- 
vice. The accompanying map em- 
braces all the areas where the de- 
cisive battles must be fought. 
Unfortunately it is not quite large 
enough to include the Eouthwest 
Pacific, but Australia is really an- 
other island base, just as the 
United Kingdom itself. 

As the great United Nations 
offensive begins to develop, the 
Axis powers will each be threaten- 
ed with encirclement. In the 
Middle East and Africa the United 
Nations are gradually creeping 
around the enemy. The first phase 
of the offensive would appear to 
be directed toward removing the 
Axis forces from the south shore 
of the Mediterranean entirely, and 
bringing the whole of Africa, in- 
cluding French colonial and man- 
dated territory, under the contro 
of the United Nations. : 

It will then be seen that the 
enemy is threatened from three 
sides. To the east stands Russia, 
holding an unbroken line from the 
Arctic to the borders of Persia. 
There the Russian flank joins 


United Nations forcgs control a 
continuous area all around the 
Eastern Mediterranean coast to the 


present battle line west of El 
Alamein. 

THREATEN GERMANS 

FROM SOUTH 


If the present Egyptian offensive 
succeeds in its purpose and a new 
campaign is opened up in North- 
| west Africa, the United Nations will 
then extend their line continuously 
from El Alamein to the Strait of 
Gibraltar, and the whole Axis em- 
pire will then be threatened from 
the south. From the west, the Ger- 
mans are threatened by Anglo- 
American land, sea and air forces 
based in the British Isles, This 
situation still appears to give Ger- 
many the advantage of working on 
interior lines of communication, 
while the United Nations are work- 
ing from no particular centre 
around a very long perimeter. 

But the more united these United 
Nations become, the more deceiving 
is this appearance. For military 
purposes, the Middle East is be- 
coming a primary base, and Africa 
itself is a prolific source of mili- 
tary supplies of all kinds and will 
become so increasingly as the 
United Nations develop a complete- 
ly integrated military economy. 

Germany on the other hand, is 
finding her transportation problems 
aggravated by the growing ascend- 
ancy of Allied air power, and by 
the fact that the combined re- 
sources of the United Nations so 
far outweigh her own that when 
fully mobilized they are more than 
a match for German concentrations 
of power at any point on the per- 
imeter of the Axis empire. This 
means that the Germans are com- 
pelled to be more mobile than they 
ever were, if they are to meet the 
threatened attacks which can be 
directed from so many quarters. 

The might of Russia alone is suf- 
ficient to hold the great bulk of 
the German land forces and half 
the German air force. As the com- 
bined weight of the British Com- 
monwealth and the United States 
is brought to bear against the south 
and west approaches to Nazi 
Europe, it is obvious that the Ger- 
man military potential will be 
strained to its uppermost, while the 
already overloaded transportation 
system will be incapable of main- 
taining the entire German military 
potential at the very extremities of 
what is now a very extensive em- 
pire. 

The importance of the Middle 
East has been increased, until it is 
now the very nexus of Allied mili- 
tary power, by the entry of Japan 
into the war and her rapid initial 
successes. China bears about the 
] Same relation to Japan as does Rus- 


British-controlled territory, and the | the rioting and sabotage which have 


sia to Germany. It is a big country 
with an enormous population and 
capable, if subsidized with weapons 
and machinery, or holding the bulk 
of the Japanese forces in engage- 
ment. Once again, we find that the 
Middle East with India offers an 
avenue of approach to the enemy's 
flank, and the means of bringing 
Allied air power to bear against 
his sea power and transport. 
THE ISSUE WITH INDIA 

As with the enemies in the West, 
so it is with Japan in the east. 
Allied armies are already estab- 
lished on land masses from which 
| the enemy can be threatened. In 
the case of the Pacific area of the 
war, simultaneous threats from op- 
posite directions can be made from 
Australia, the Aleutians and Mid- 
way. Nevertheless, it is apparent 
that the bridge between East and 
West is also the main gathering 
point for United Nations power, 
and must be considered the ad- 
vanced hbase for land and air 
power serving both theatres of 


| War. 


It is for this reason that the 
tangled problems of Hindu and 
Moslem must be regarded as having 
a direct bearing on the military 
situation and presenting an emer- 
gency which must be met. Much of 


developed on a large scale in India 
bears the imprint of Japan. The 
very subtle agitation which Japan 
has been directing for many years 
produced deadly results in Malaya 
and Burma, where native non-co- 
operation or active insurrection 
greatly handicapped our forces. A 
small but powerful political junta 
is calling for freedom for dndia and 
organizing riots. Its ery is being 
echoed by august people in other 
lands, 

What a spell is carried by the 
word “freedom,” and how few 
people understand what a burden 
of responsibility it imposes. Free- 
dom is not something which can be 
given and taken, like a cigaret. It is 
something which must be exercised, 
like a talent or faculty. One may 
prevent a child from playing the 
piano by forcible intervention, but 
the removal of repressive authority 
will not enable the child to become 
an accomplished pianist. 

MUST RESTORE ORDER 

Another glance at the map will 
show that the vital military bridge 
to the Near and Middle East is oc- 
cupied in its extremity by people 
of the Moslem faith. In its eastern 
extremity in the basin of the 
Ganges lie the centres of population 
most easily inflamed by Hindu Na- 
tionalist propaganda, The two re- 
ligious and racial groups are irre- 
concilable. It is very right and 
proper that all peoples of the world 
should be free to live according to 
their own standards and in harmony 
with their neighbors. The foreign 
yoke is always irksome, and should 
be removed. In these respects Mr. 
Willkie has made no mistake. 

But human affairs are not a col- 
lection of facts. They are a set of 
relationships which produce certain 
results in the process of time. Be- 
cause time is one of the factors in- 
volved, there are antecedent facts 
to be considered, as well as present 
ones, and consequent facts must be 
studied as well. In those unac- 


quainted with the antecedent facts 
it is easy to create a profound dis- 
taste for the present facts, which 
they will be eager to alter by the 
most direct methods because they 
cannot envisage the consequent 
state. ‘ 

Some means must be found of re- 
storing order in India, even if the 
creation of a wholehearted spirit of 
co-operation is impossible, and in- 
timidation is evidently not the way 
to do it. The trouble is that ignor- 
ing the past and preaching a lofty 
idealism which depicts the ends 
without devising the means brings 
the solution no nearer. 

India cannot be handed over to 
Gandhi, nor to any group associ- 


ated with him which combines 


| political cunning with the mysti- 
‘cism of detachment, Gandhi is not 


{the spearhead of a spontaneous 
popular movement which embraces 
| most of India. He is a Mahatma— 
}a cross between saint and sage— 
who has taught those who would 
describe him thus how to behave 
in the way he wants them to, 

| When one is about to confer free- 
| dom and self-determination upon a 
| people one must find a repository 
of responsibility, and one must be 


sure that repository holds power in| 


trust, not for some of the people, 

| but for all of them. Else one is 
| offering to exchange a disciplined 
| and experienced tyranny for an in- 
| competent and irresponsible tyran- 
| ny, which is not a good exchange, 
| and which leaves the inarticulate 
| groups, the helpless and hostile 
| minorities and those who find 
things satisfactory as they are, at 
| the mercy of a devil who has been 
|conjured up overnight. 


| By all means let the United 
| States share with Britain the bur- 
den of solving India’s political 


| problem; let the Chinese and the 
Russians sit at the council table 


take the responsibility both of de- 
vising and executing the plan de- 
cided upon. They will discover, in 
fact they have discovered, that no 
| plan can be devised and therefore 
none executed which does not in- 
volve the very active co-operation 
of the various racial and religious 
groups in India. To enter into the 
field now would simply draw upon 
their heads the hate and malice 
which Britain must now suffer 
alone. 

Failing a willingness to share 
working out & solution for the In- 
dian problem, 
fact that lack of political 
sciousness or a substantial basis of 


secure native co-operation, influ- 
ential people in these countries 
should support whatever action the 
British government decides on, and 
support it wholeheartedly, in the 
interests of unity among Allies and 
the exigencies of a common mili- 
tary purpose.

Your Commissioners beg to present their annual report 
for the nine months ended 30th September. 

The following are among the outstanding results cover- 
ing the period under review: 

Tax Collections for the nine months total $3,560,659.68, | 
an increase of $115,494.17 over a year ago, which itself 
constituted a record up to that date. 
The bank overdraft has at last been entirely eliminated, 
and as at 30th September there was a credit balance 
of $274,063.76. 
Sales of Tax Sale Lands and Properties for the nine | 
months were $205,010.43, as against $182,534.05 a year | 
ago. ‘ 
Building Permits to 30th September were $2,799,935.00 | 
as compared with $2,258,128.00 for the same period last | 
year. Included in the 1942 figures was $949,675.00 | 
covering 435 new dwellings. In view of the scarcity oy 
certain building materials, and the restrictions neces- | 
sarily imposed by the Dominion Government under | 
extreme war conditions, this compares very favourably | 
with the 456 dwellings constructed during the same 
period last year. 

Bank Clearings to 30th September this year have in- 

creased by $39,294,945.00 and constitute the largest 

percentage increase of any city in Western Canada. 

The gross revenues of the Utilities to 30th September | 

were $4,083,826.71, an increase of $366,109.01, or 9.8% 

over the same period last year. 

Electric Light and Power connections are now 26,218, | 

as compared with 25,299 at this date last year. 

Street Railway passengers have _ increased 

12,226,962 to 14,958,720. 

Power output sold is 62,174,400 K.W.H., an increase of 

5,624,000 K.W.H. over last year, or 9.9%. 

The number of Telephones installed has increased from 

20,763 to 21,848. 

The population has increased from 93,924 to 95,725, 

excluding transients and military personnel. 

The value of the City’s assessment has increased by 

$1,345,515.00, the third consecutive substantial increase. 

A new Administration Building was erected at the Air- 

port, at a cost of approximately $85,000. This building 

has been constructed on a self-supporting basis, and the 
total cost should be recovered within a ten-year period. 

The most important event during the, present year was 
the elimination of the bank overdraft. When it is recalled 
that the overdraft at 31st December, 1937,: was over 
$2,000,000.00, this represents a very substantial achievement, 
an average betterment of over $400,000.00 per annum. Not 
only will the bank charges be very materially reduced, but 
it is now possible for the first time to place all Guarantee 
Deposits amounting to $186,266.60 in trust with the Sinking 
Fund Board. ! 

This year the City of Edmonton, through its Sinking 
Fund Board, invested $125,000.00 in the last Victory Loan, 
and contemplates the investment of at least a further 
$200,000.00 in the present Loan. 

Under ordinary circumstances the balance of surplus 
tax collected could be utilized each year in redeeming the 
City’s outstanding Debentures by calling them in, but un- 
fortunately so many of them carry the U.S. premium of 11% 
that it would make it unprofitable to do so, Under the 
Refunding Plan the City each year is retiring its Debenture 
Debt by upwards of $700,000.00 by means of purchase on 
the open market, but it is becoming increasingly difficult to | 
do this, as the City’s Debentures now represent such a sound | 
investment that the present owners are holding them. When 
the Refunding operation went into effect as at 1st February, 
1937, it was possible to b:y Edmonton bonds at as low as 68c | 
on the dollar, and in the interval $3,213,501.85 have been so | 
bought, at a cost of $2,924,291.72, but with the improvement | 
in the City’s position, consequent upon the stabilization of 
its finances, they have now risen to a yield better than par 
5%. The following statement furnished by the City Treasurer 
represents the transactions of debt retirement during this 
period 1937-1942.

Provinces have not made the effort that this City has in re-| 
habilitating their finances, and Edmonton suffers thereby 
to the extent of $72,000.00 annually 


Tax Collections 


The collection of taxes, current and arrears. to 30th 
September, were $3,560,659.68, which is a further increase of 
$115,494.17 over last year’s record. As a comparison the tax 
collections for the same period in 1939, the first year of the 
war, were only $3,179,290.14, with a 2!» mill ‘higher tax levy. 
It is regrettable that it took a world war to make such| 
startling changes in the City’s finances, and its relative 
prosperity. 

Three years ago Unemployment Relief cost the City 

349,344.89, and at 1st October, 1939 there were 7,405 
persons receiving Unemployment Relief, while in the present 
vear the cost will not exceed $25,000.00, and there were only 
27 persons in receipt of such relief as at 1st October last. 

Today there are over 1,500 employees at the Aircraft} 
Repair Plants, while the Edmonton Packing Plants are pro-| 
ducing almost one quarter of the total bacon quota for) 
Britain, Airport facilities and operations have expanded to_ 
a remarkable degree, and the construction of the Alaska 
Highway, and other northern projects have caused a large 
influx of workers into the City, and the effect of all these 
changes is that the bank clearings for this city lead the 
whole of Western Canada in percentage increase. These 
developments hold promise of becoming the important 
stabilizing factors in #dmonton’s future progress. 


Tax Sale Lands 


It was anticipated at the beginning of the present year

| that there would be a falling off in the sale of vacant lands, 


due to the increasing difficulties of obtaining building sup- 
plies, and, in a lesser degree, to scarcity of labour, but up 
to the end of September, the sales have been appreciably 
greater than last year, the increase being $22,476.38. With 
the ever increasing war effort, and the great need for sup- 
plies for its prosecution, the restrictions on private building 
are becoming more onerous and this is bound to be reflected 
in the land sales from now on, $341,575.00 has been added 


| to the active tax rolls as a result of the sales so far this 


year, which, together with the value of the improvements 
effected thereon will add materially to the 1943 revenue. 


Unemployment Relief 


After thirteen years, during which time it cost the City 
over $4,130,000.00 (of which $1,200,000.00 had to be capital- 
ized) Unemployment Relief has practically ceased to exist. 
It is to be hoped that if it ever becomes necessary again, 
that it will be recognized as a national responsibility, and 


| not one of local government, as the limited taxing authority 


of the latter was not designed to cope with such extra- 
ordinary social upheavals. 


Housing Accommodation 


This is undoubtedly the most troublesome problem con- 
fronting the civic administration. Due to this City’s strategic 
situation, many war efforts, both directly and indirectly, 


| have converged upon it, which has caused the influx of large 


numbers of temporary residents, the result being a housing 
shortage of acute proportions, as the large number of 
dweilings being constructed each year is more than needed 
for the ordinary net increase in population. The situation is 
further complicated by the residence here of the wives and 
families of members of the armed forces from outside points. 
In an endeavour to alleviate the difficulty, an appeal has 
been made to the Dominion Government, through Wartime 
Housing Ltd., for the construction of a number of houses 
under their authority, and it is hoped to hear shortly that 
the appeal has been granted. 


Airport Development 


Many improvements have been effected at the Municipal 
Airport during the present year, including enlargement of 
the field and a new North-South concrete runway, and the 
widening of the existing runways. With the exception of 
the new Administration Building, the work has been under- 
taken by the government to meet the ever increasing demand 
for accommodation and servicing. 


City Architect and Building Inspector 


Wespite many restrictions, building has again been active 
in the city during the present year, and an outstanding item 
is the comparatively large number of dwellings which have 
been erected. The total permits taken out during the nine 
months ended 30th September, amount to $2,799,935.00, 
compared with $2,258,128.00 for the same period last year. 
The comparison for dwellings is 435 units, which is only 21 
less than last year, whén the restrictions had hardly begun 
to be effective. The Building Inspector reports the following 
summarization:

An outstanding item of some significance to this city 
was the erection of the new Administration Building. The 
building was designed and its construction supervised by the 
City Architect, and officially opened on October 21st. Be- 
sides filling a long felt want in the matter of convenience to 
the travelling public, and the operating staffs connected with 
the airport, it has added considerably to the appearance of

grounds and approaches are completed early next summer. 


Safety and Health 


During the first nine months of this year the general 
health of the citizens has shown improvement over the same 
period in 1941. Births have increased by over a hundred, 
while deaths decreased by almost a like number. Infant 
deaths have remained at a low level, reflecting efficient med- 
ical care afd the value of preventive clinics, 


At the Baby and Pre-School Clinic, 4,800 children were | 


given physical examination and health supervision, 
than 2,000 home visits were made by nurses in maintaining 
this supervision. 

Serious communicable disease has remained at a mini- 
mum. Number of visits made for investigation and con- 
tro] of such disease were 1,110. Sixteen hundred children 
were given protection against diphtheria, scarlet fever, 
whooping cough or smallpox in the Health Department Of- 
ice. 

Over 18,000 inspections were made by our sanitary staff 
to date, and the excellent result indicates a whole-hearted co- 
| operation by the majority of citizens. 
| Much diseased: meat has been prevented from reaching 
| citizens by the veterinary inspectors. 

‘The high standard of safety in the city milk supply has 
| been maintained by constant inspection fo all dairy farms 
| and dairies. During this year 7,509 samples of milk have been 
collected and analysed for purity and quality. Other food- 
stuffs have been inspected regularly in factories and stores. 

The Department urges that all citizens use the available 
public health services freely as a protection to the good 


health of themselves and their famliies.

Fire 


The following is a comparison of Fire Calls answered by 
the Fire Department to the end of September, 1942, and the 
same period in 1941, also Adjusted Loss:

The Department installed a 250 gallon water Tank Truck 
under pressure, This was built by the Department. The new 
fire hall on 118th Avenue near 66th Street was completed and 
is now in operation. 


Police 


Generally speaking crime conditions throughout the City 
have not been acute and with only very few instances of 
major crime. ; 

The Force is at present two below the established 
strength. In addition to ordinary resignations and retire- 
ments there are fourteen members who have enlisted in the 
Armed Forces since the outbreak of war. 

The best of co-operation has been received from the 
R.C.M.P. and units of the armed forces. Such co-operation 
has materially assisted in the maintenance of law and order 
within the City and in keeping down crime. 


UTILITIES 


All the Civic Utilities are finding increasing difficulty in 
obtaining materals necessary for adequate mantenance, but 
generally speakng they have carried on to date without hard- 
ship. 

There has been a very considerable increase in business 
but any resulting betterment Nas been largely offset by in- 
creased costs of labour and matrial. 


Power Plant and Pumping Plant 


The increase in energy delivered to the City was 9.99%, as 
against 6.95% for the similar period in 1941. 

The increase in total energy generated was 37.3%. The 
major part of this increase is due to the energy transmitted 
over the lines of the Calgary Power Company, for essential 
War industries in the Southern Part of the Province. 

Reserve set aside for new extension and renewals was 

$207,000.00 against $150,000.00 for the same period last 
year. To date $694,779.67 has been paid on the $750,000.00 
New Plant Extension, out of extension reserve. 
The new building extension was completed in March, 
1942. The new boiler is completed and is now operating on 
| acceptance test, and the condensor for the new turbine is at 
present being installed. R 

Work on the new clear water storage reservoir was com- 
menced in May and will be completed this month. 


Electric Light and Power Distribution 


| Sales of current have increased by 4,831,200 K.W, Hours 
during the nine months; the comparative figures being 49,- 
801,200 K.W. Hours against 44,970,000 K.W. Hours. There 
is every indication that this increase will be maintained until 
the end of the year. 
Work is proceeding on a Duct Line from the Power Plant 
along 10314 Lane to 99th Avenue, with a branch off at Y7th 
| Avenue running to 101st Street. 

No Street Lamps have been installed this year, owing to 
Dominion Government restrictions on extensions, 

Considerable work has been done during the nine months 
at the Airport, where extensions and changes of pole line, 
aerial wires and fittings and underground cable have been 
made at the Air Observers School, North West Air Lines, 
United States Army, and the new Administration Building. 

Government restrictions now in force and others antici- 
pated, will curtail much new work which the general public 
might expect. In viewing the whole situation it is satisfac- 
tory to note that the Department has maintained its activities 
in all other sections during the last nine months, 


Street Railway 

The nine month period shows a very remarkable increase 
in the number of passengers carried, the total to the end of 
September being 14,958,720 compared with 12,226,962 for the 
| Same months in 1941, a total increase of 2,731,758 or 22.34%. 
A much greater rate of increase is expected during the Winter 
months, 

To cope with the heavy increase in traffic a system of 
skipping of stop streets was instituted early in April, 183

jevidently some other Municipalities, School Boards and| the airfield, and this will be particularly noticable when the, stops were eliminated. On May 3rd the service on all routes 


was speeded up giving a twelve minute base schedule on all 
main lines which has worked out very satisfactorily, but. 
| naturally this faster schedule has resulted in increased mile- 
| age and higher operating costs, the Power charges alone be- 
ing up approximately $1,000 per month and the increase in 
mileage travelled is in excess of 30,000 miles per month since 
May. 


The total mileage operated during the 9 month period 

was 2,209,944 as against 2,028,722 last year, an increase of 
| 181,222 miles. 
The three new Trolley Coaches which have been on order 
| for some considerable time were finally delivered from Eng- 
| land and after testing and painting had been completed in our 
}own shop, were placed in service, making a very valuabie 
addition to our fleet and releasing other bus equipment for 
| much needed overhaul. Three more Trolley Coaches are on 
order and delivery is expected before the end of the year. 


. 


Telephone. Department 


The total number of Telephones in Service as at Septem- 
ber 30th, 1942, was 21,848, which is an increase of 1,085 over 
| the corresponding period of last year. Many applications for 
| service are on hand due to lack of facilities caused by short- 
age of materials created by existing war conditions. It is ex- 
pected that many of these applicants will be able to procure 
service when installation of new sub-office equipment, now 
at hand, is completed. 

A 500 Line Addition to sub-office equipment has just been 
completed in the West Exchange and a 700 Line Addition is 
being completed in the Main Exchange. Further additions of 
500 Lines of sub-office equipment in each of the North and 
South Exchanges will be completed in the near future. 

The only outside Cable Extensions completed this year 
have been in connection with Airport Development and other 
business essential to the requirements of the Armed Services 
,and to Agencies related to the war program of the U.S.A. 

The Metal Controller for the Dominion Government has 
ordered a rigid conservation of materials which enter into 
the manufacture of Telephone Plant and equipment, and as a 
result of this order, it will not be possible for us to extend 
wire facilities in some congested districts, unless additonal 
cables are necessary for essential Military Services. 


Waterworks 


Following are a few comparisons for the first nine 


months of 1942 against the same period in 1941:

Extensions of new watermains on Government account 
for war purposes have been fairly considerable, but for City 
account they have been practically eliminated. 

Renewal of existing piping has been cut to the minimum 
possible, with a view to conserving materials, both ferrous 
and non-ferrous, 

The shortage of metals is making it very difficult to ob- 
tain certain requirements and now that our stocks, bouvht 
late in 1941 and early 1942, are mostly depleted it may be 
impossible to replenish some of them. 

The operations in general, to a rapidly increasing extent, 
are being hedged in by the Governmental prohibitions and re- 
strictions, necessary to wartime conditions. In al! reeulations 
however the protection of public health and safety is pro- 
vided for. 


Engineering Department 


The following information is given concerning operations 
in the Engineering Department. 

Generally speaking this has been a rather difficult year 
due to labor and material shortages and much heavier than 
usual rainfall. 

PUBLIC WORKS 

The maintenance of public works was carried out as 
routine except for the difficulties mentioned above. In the 
capital programme the following projects were constructed: 

On the Dawson Bridge which crosses the Saskatchewan 
River a concrete floor was constructed during the Summer 
replacing the old timber floor. 

A concrete pavement and storm, drainage were con- 
structed on Rowland Road from 90th Street to 95th Street. 

2.73 Miles of plank walk were constructed, including 
walks on arterial roads such as the Calgary Trail, Fort Trail 
and 118th Avenue. An additional six blocks of concrete walk 
in the centre of the City were replaced at a cost of $14,403.00. 

2.69 Miles of grading and gravelling were constructed 
on streets and lanes together with incidental concrete curbing 
and boulevards in various parts of the City. 

SEWERS AND DRAINAGE 

During the Summer there were two very heavy rain 
storms causing serious flooding of buildings in some districts. 

Half a mile of sewer mains was constructed, The tunnel 
sewer and laterals serving McKernan I.ake and 105A Street 
(Rupert Street) districts together with the elimination of the 
old sewage pumping station at 76th Avenue and 109th Street 
were completed. 

STREETS AND SCAVENGING 

Roadway paving maintenance has been curtailed and 
gravelled road oiling eliminated due to wartime restrictions 
on the use of asphalic products. 

The scavenging problem continues to be one of the most 
important items facing us and is at present the subject of 
considerable study. 

Considerable maintenance is being done at present on 
gravelled streets and lanes following the wet Summer. 

PARKS AND CEMETRIES 

Mount Pleasant Cemetery was taken over by the City to 
operate early in the year. During the Summer a start was 
made on improving the grounds by straightening up head- 
stones, lawning and cleaning up a portion of the old part of 
the cemetery. A water-main was extended to serve the 
grounds, 

Planting was completed on the portion of the Civic Centre 
which was started last year. 

Reduced rates were established for members of the 
Armed Forces using the swimming pools and golf links and 
extensive use was made of these facilities by the Forces. 

The Department supervised considerable work at the 
Airport. 


GRAVEL PIT 
Th Gravel Pit was called on extensively this season and 

approximately 85,000 cubic yards of gravel have been pro- 
duced to date, a larger part of which was used at the Airport.

Guards Health 
Of Community: 


During the course of two years 
duty of the Sturgeon health unit, 
members of the staff have travel- 
led nearly 80,000 miles, about 40,- 
000 vaccinations and innoculations 
have been given, more than a 
thousand home visits made, and 
992 sanitation inspections done. 
Of the vaccinations and innocula- 
tions given in the district, there 
have been no untoward reactions or 

serious inconvenience to any per- 
son. The youngest patient to be 
immunized was three months old, 
while the oldest was a man of 70. 
The Sturgeon district is a large | 
one, 40 by 42 miles and including 
18,000 people. There are 110 rural 
schools in this territory. In order 
to serve school children, the health 
unit was inaugurated in November, 
1940, but since then it has expanded 
to include pre-school children and | 
adults. | 
Seventy-eight per cent of the 
school pupils are now immunized 


for smallpox; 79 per cent for dipth- 
theria; and 74 per cent have been 
given scarlet fever toxin innocula- 
tions. These statistics represent the 
immunizations done by the health 
unit staff. 

As a result of the special pre- 
school clinics, approximately 55 per 
cent of children of this age now 
have immunity for the major com- 
municable diseases 


Staff nurses have made 3,374 ex- 
aiminations, while there have been 
1,133 examinations done by the phy- 
sician in charge. 

Further work is carried out by 
the unit in health education, home 
nursing classes, home visiting sani- 
tation and hygiene, and a mental 
hygiene clinic. A movie projector 
was purchased during the past year 
to help preach the doctrine of com- 
munity health. 


VITAMIN CAPSULES 
Another great step 


forward is 
vitamin | 
capsules will be distributed free to 
all school children in the district 
in an attempt to elevate the stand- 
ards of nutrition. Efforts are be- 
ing made to secure equipment for 
dental and tonsil clinics. 

Members of the staff list their 
activities as the investigation and 
control of communicable diseases, 
immunization programs, physical 
examinations, pre-schooi clinics, 
adult clinics, health education, and 
sanitation and hygiene, and state 
that the school population of the 
Sturgeon health unit is average for 
Alberta.

The cost of maintaining this 
health unit is about $12,000 a year.
